Modem photoengraving processes 
gradually drove woodcuts from news¬ 
papers, and, with the exception of a 
master like Timothy Cole, from maga¬ 
zines. But as an art, wood engraving 
continued to lie perfected ; always 
somewhere patient experimenters were 
quietly chiseling away to achieve finer 
effects than their predecessors. Then, 
just as quietly, wood-block pictures 
began a few years ago to creep back 
into books and magazines. In a .very 
recent issue of the Bulletin of the New 
York Public Library, Frank Weiten- 
kampf thus welcomed this renais¬ 
sance:— 

"Today the wood block has come 
back to such an extent that 'wood-block 
prints’ is a term generally and glibly 
used It has come hack as a medium for 
the artist, for original engraving. What¬ 
ever inspiration the present-day move¬ 
ment may draw from fifteenth century 
work or from other sources, its results 
are of today and express today.” 

The library’s curator of prints 
makes a furthir interesting distinc¬ 
tion : In the art as practiced today 
‘the designer himself cuts his con¬ 
ceptions on the block, without the 
intervention of a professional en¬ 
graver.” Evidence is ample of this 
j latest revival of a very ancient way] 
to print pictures. The New York 
’ Public Library itself at present is 
holding two exhibitions, one a collec- 
( lion of modern European wood blocks, 
the other a historical exhibit of wood- 
cut book illustrations. A great deal 
of the work modern wood engravers 
J have done lately lies in the realm of 
book illustration. Only a few weeks 
, ago, a “Life of Christ,” executed en- 
5 tirely in wood-cuts by James Reid, 
e was published here. Last year, two 
f complete novels, told entirely in wood- 
i. block pictures by Lynd Ward, were 
e issued as innovations in this coun-
